Disease and Desertions Malting Great In-

Tampa, Fla., June 3.—Private advices

were organizing for business when 
Dr. Taylor and his crowd arrived. 
William Hogan was in the chair and 
several motions were put upon which 
the Taylor crowd voted. This the 
Hogan side claimed legalized their 
meeting, as the Taylor element had 
recognized the meeting by voting. 


A general row followed, and a riot 


call was sent in. ITigntjing was just 
commencing in earnest when the po- 
lice arrived. The entire crowd w*s 
ejected from the hall. Two separate 
meetings will aow be held, and both 
will elect delegates, to St. Louis.

SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The confer- 


ence report on the Indian appropria- 
tion bill was discussed for a couple pi 
hours in the1 senate to-day, but .ag-ain 
went over ipithout action. 
The ques- 


tion tuat has bean so much debated in 
the senate for nearly a week past is 
the proposition in that report to im- 
pose duties and rights of citizenship 
on the Indians of the Five Civilized 
Tribes—it being claimed by the sena- 
tors opposed to it that it is a violation 
of the treaty with those Indians. The 
report itself is only a partial one—the 
conference not having B&reed upon 
the proposed temporary continuance 
of contract schools for Indian children. 


A joint resolution appropriating 


86,000 for the completion of the h is 
torical fi-ieze in the rotunda of the 
capitol, provoked a discussion in 
which Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut, 
criticized the painting both for what 
it represented and for v hat it failed 
to represent -President Cleveland be- 
ing in the first class and the surrender 
at Appomatox in the other. 
Finally 


objection was made by Mr. Wilson, of 
Washington, to the consideration^ of 
the resolution, and it went over with- 
action. 
The conference report on the forti- 


fication bill was presented and agreed 
to. The private pension bill which 
was vetoed by the president last week 
because of the misdescription of the 
soldier's regiment was reported to-day 
with that mistake corrected and was 
passed. 
Another veto of a private pension 


bill was presented to-day. It was the 
case of the renewal of a pension to 
the widow of a soldier in the Mexican 
war after she had married a second 
time, 35 »years ago, and forfSited her 
pension.. The message and bill were 
referred'to the committee on pensions. 


The bill to prohibit the further is- 


suance of interest-bearing bonds with- 
out the consent of congress, was taken 
up at two o'clock. An argument was 
made against it by Mr. Cullom (III.), 
who declared that the consequences of 
its passage would be so far-reaching 
as to be simply appalling, but that 
there was no danger of its passage 
by the house of representatives. The 
bill was advocated by Mr. Brown 
(Utah) in connection with a resolution 
offered by himself to-day declaring 
that "in the opinion of the senate the 
secretary of the treasury has no au- 
thority under the act of January 14, 
1875, to issue further or other bonds 
in addition to those already issued; 
land that any such bonds that may 
hereafter be issued by him would be 
without the authority of law and 
void." 
The bill went over without action, 


and at 5:55 the senate adjourned until 
to-morrow at 11 o'clock.' 


HOUSE. 


The house disposed of the contested- 


election case of Johnson ys- Stokes, 
from the seventh district of South 
Carolina, by adopting the view of 
Chairman McCall (rep.. Mass.) of elec- 
tions committee No. 3, which consid- 
ered the case., By a vote of 130 to 125 
it was decided that no legal election 
for represautsitive in this congress had 
been held in the district and the seat 
was declared vacant. 


The republicans divided upon this 


proposition and it was supported by 
the unanimous democratic vote. The 
majority reported, in favor of Stokea 
and the minority iri 'avor of Johnston. 


This being suspension day the rules 


were suspended and the following 
bills were passed: 


House bill validating certain refund- 


ing and railroad bonds issued by the 
territory of New Mexico, of Santa Fe 
and Grand counties, and of Silver City. 


House bill authorizing the ippoint- 


meut of a labor committee of 20 mem- 
bers to investigate the relations of la- 
bor and capital and to report to con- 
gress desirable legislation in relation 
thereto. 


Senate bill extending until January 


1, 1897, the'provisions of the acts of 
June 25, 1890, and of August 3, 1890, so 
as to authorize the refunding of all 
the obligations of the territory of Ari- 
zona and of its political subdivisions. 


House bill extending the ( jurisdic- 


tion of the United States courts in the 
Indian territory providing for the lay- 
ing out of the towns and ihe leasing 
of coal and other mining, timber, 
farming and grazing lands in the ter- 
ritory, was taken up, but the vote on 
its patsage disclossed the lack of b 
quorum, aud at 5:40 o'clock, on, motion 
of Mr. Sherman (rep., N. Y.), the h^use 
adjourned.

Presidential vetoes of the bills to 


pay \V. N. Maboney $">00 for an Ore- 
gon Indian war bond of 1850 (on the 
ground that it had been paid); to pen- 
sion Mrs. Amenda Woodcock and to 
restore Jonathan Soott to the pension 
rolls were read and referred. 


A supplemental conference report 


on the sundry civil appropriation bill, 
showing an agreement upon all items 
save the appropriations for certain 
public buildings, was made by Mr. 
Cannon (rep., 111.) and agreed to.
